tales against Germany during the war.”

correspondents 
and news­ 
papers, at least, do not want to slander 
Germany , or any German group. 
What 
they want to do is to 
print 
the 
truth 
about Germany , in harmony with their 
own profes.sional 
ethics, 
whatev er that 


truth may be. 
So far, they hav e printed the truth as 
they saw it and were able to find it out. 
Their task has been difficult, because the 
quest for truth has been hampered at 
ev ery turn by Ilerr Goebbles himself, and 
by his Nazi gov ernment. 
This has been 
true particularly since the v iolent ‘ purg­ 
ing” of the Nazi party by Chancellor 
Hitler,

modern Germany . When Goebbles made 
his complaint to the world, that act ot 
error had not been ex plained ev en to the 
German people themselv es.

‘‘W omen do not 
ob ey 
rules,” said 
Oscar E. Hirlsb ei-g of the Buffalo State 
T eachers’ College. 
“ They have always 
b een protected in our homes and in the 
society of o u r civilization. 
As an out­ 
growth of this chivalry, girls and women 
liave 
always 
b een 
permitted 
to 
m ake 
minor infractions of the 
rules 
without 
penalty, b ut their b rothers know tha t if 
they do not live up to the rules the lee­ 
w ay given their 
sisters 
is missing and 
they learn early in life that punishment 
follows.” 
M'omen, the professor holds, are .just 
as intelligent as men are and “any no­ 
tion tha t places women as inferior to 
men mentally is false. 
W hen we refer to 
w omen as the w eaker sex, of course we 
only mean it physically. 
Men from b oy­ 
hood are regim ented more than women 
and discipline is enforced more rigidly 
in b oys’ schools than it is in institutions 
for girls. 
Even in coeducational institu­ 
tions there is usually more detailed dis­ 
cipline for b oys than for girls,. In b usi­ 
ness and social life men are forced to 
mold their conduct into an estab lished 
form .”

HIGH PRICES FOR 
WHEAT IN GERMANY 


BKRLIX, July 
17.—High 
prices 
were demanded for wheat and rye 
today as the German government 
took over complete control of grains 
from the time of the harvest until 
they pass through the bakery. 
The new plan was frank recog­ 
nition of the poor crop yield and the 
possibility of a food shortage, due 
largely to drought. 
Since bread prices must be kept 
stable, it was announced the farmer, 
dealer, and miller would have to 
divide the loss from decreased crops. 
The new fixed prices, it was pointed 
out, Mill only partly compensate the^ 
farmer, v’ho must “sacrifice with the 
rest for the public good.” 
Prices for wheat wull be bo'^jted 
by 10 marks (about $4) a tor and 
rye will go up about 6 marks 
a ton. 
The program goes into effect In 
October. 
It provides for an increas­ 
ed use of rye, strict limitation of 
the purchase and mixing of foreign 
grains, especially wheat, and the 
building up of a grain reserve for 
next year. 
To achieve this end all existing 
organizations of millers, grain dea- i 
lers and bakers are placed under | 
one central organization. 
Observers pointed out the Nazis
